Collector Malone Says He Has 
Evidence That Supplies Are 
- Sent to British Secretly. 


WANTS GRAND JURY ACTION 


More -Vessels Asked For at 
Washington to Protect the 
Harbor’s Neutrality. 


NIGHT SCOUTING IN HARBOR 


Destroyer’s Trip and. Mar. with a 
Telescope in Highland Light 
Figure In Investigation. 


Dudley; Field Malone, Collector of the 
Port, announced last night that he had 
found evidence of a widespread conspir- 
acy to violaie the neutrality proclama- 
tion of President Wilson through the es- 
tablishment here of an.agency.to supply 
the British warships lying outside the 
three-mile zone with food-and fuel. He 
said his evidence would be presented to 
the Federal Grand Jury within a day or 
two. : 

The facts on which he is prepared to 
base such an allegation were collected 
by Mr. Malone in a@ series of spectacular 
midnight tours of the waters surround - 
ing Néw York, which he made aboard 
the torpedo boat destroyer Parker, one 


of the fastest ships of.this type in the 
service. 

With a powerful searchlight to guide 
him, Mr. Malone nas scoured the docks 
along the Hoboken and New York water- 
fronts, and has dashed. out to sea in 
search of.carriers whi¢h he.has suspect- 
ed of violating the laws. 

Grand Jury to Act. 

The Collector made his last tour this 
morning on’ board the MacDougal, fol- 
lowing a long conference with United 
States District Attorney Marshall. Hé 
said, just before starting, that he ex- 
pected to ask the Grand Jury to act 
without further delay. 

Coincident with these developments it 
became known that Mr. Malone haa 


\called upon the Government for addi- 


tional ships and was planning effect- 
ually to seal the Port of New York to 
the British vessels. He. now has under 
| his direction for that Purpose ‘the. tor- 
Parker, each capable of a speed of 3% 
knots; the destroyer Draytoh, which is 
of. an older type; the Dolphin, Secretary 
Daniels’s ship, which carries four six- 
imch guns, 4nd a-naval tug. Two more 
torpedo boat destroyers are expected to 
arrive here within a few days for scout} 
duty in connection with Mr.. Malone's 
plans. ° 

All of these ships are equipped with 
wireless, and Mr. Malone explained that 
he was in touch by telephone also with 
the naval stations at Tompkinsville, I¢ill 
van Kull, and Whitestone. 

Scouting -Trips by Night. 

Co-operating: with Mr. Malone in: the 
work of breaking up ‘the alleged con- 
‘spiracy are. the members ‘of ‘the Neu- 
trality Squad, headed by George F. 
Lamb and a score or more of Secret 
Service agents who were sent her from 
Washington. at the Cofmector’s request. 
They have been working day and night 
for more than a month, scouring the 
waterfront and accompanying Mr. 
Malone on. his mysterious and exciting 
scouting trips about tne harbor and in 
the open sea. 

In this way they have.covered every 
wharf and pier in the. port of New 
York from Newark Bay to Whitestone, 
the territory under the jurisdiction of 
the Collector, and have sought to detect 
sea-going tugs and other vessels upon 
which suspicion rested. 

A Secret Service agent has been sta- 
tioned at the Highland Light at Nave- 
sink, N..J., every morning, and it has 
been his duty to scan.the horizon with 
a powerful telescope for vessels carry- 
ing supplies to the British warships. 
Whether any vessels actually had been 
caught in the act of violating the neu- 
trality proclamation by transshipping 
supplies .Mr. Malone would not say, in- 
ferring that such information would 
come out only when the case was placed 
before the Federal Grand.

Income Tax, Hobble Skirts, Short- 
hand, and Trusts Known to Ancients

PHILADELPHIA, April 5.—The pal- 
ace, of Nero had three elevators. 

In the year 6 A, D} an income tax was 
established in Rome on all incomes in 
excess- of $4,000. 

The hobble skirt was one of dame 
fashion’s decrees in the days of Moses. 

These and many otker interesting 
facts going to show that life among the 
ancients was not so different from that 
of today were brought out by Prof. 
Camden M. Cobern, explorer and ar- 
chaeologist, who has just returned from 
a trip, to Palestine. He vegan a series 
of lectures upon his archaeological dis- 
coverie#today.in the Arch Street Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church. 

Professor Cobern pointed out that the 
Jews had three different systems of 
shorthand reporting in the first century 
and that in-every Jewish court a short- 
hand reporter or clerk sat on each side 
of the Judge. Many of the Roman aris- 
tocrats took ‘‘stenographers’’ with them 
on their: travels. 

‘Other advantages enjoyed by the an- 
cients, according to Professor Cobern, 
follow: 

In St. Paul’s time there were seventy 
labor unions in Rome; hence a struggle 
-between capital- and labor must have 
been waged even then. 

There were several great monopolies 
in the first century, the greatest of all 
being the oil business. The “‘trust’’ dealt 
in olive ofl and the like. 

There also were monopolies in eggs, 
perfumes, and bricks. 

As to homes, Professor Cobern says 
he has read ‘in manuscripts dug from 
ancient ‘tombs and houses of a Roman 
who spent ‘the equivalent of. $12,000,000 
ofteen rahe yh $00'000,000" in no 
ear, ere on one occasion spent #135,- 
60 for roses on his banquet tables.

EXPEL PINCHOT 
FROM BELGIUM 


Germans Force ex-Forester, Go- 
ing as a Relief Agent, to 
Leave the Country. 


BANNED FOR HIS SISTER? 


She Is Wife of British Dipiomat— 
Washington to Aid, but Denies 
Pinchot Has Official Status.

THE HAGUE, April 5,° (Dispatch to. 
The Londom Daily Mail.)—I learn ‘from 
Antwerp that "Gifford Pinchot, who re- 
cently came to Europe to superintenu 
the work of .providing reilef for the 
stricken people of Northern France, has 
been expelled from Belgium by order of 
the German military authorities. 

Mr. Pinchot came to Holland several 
days ago, bearing the title of special 
attaché, and was formally accredited 
to Holland and Luxemburg. His partic- 
ular mission was to visit that part of 
France. now under German occupation 
and pave the way for relief measures 
similar to those already undertaken in 
Belgium. 

According to réports, he was stopped 
at Antwerp by the German au- 
thorities and both he and his’ wife, who 
accompanied him, were subjected to a 
rigid examination. He was finally or- 
dered to return to Holland. No-reason 
for the action of the German authorities 
has thus far been ascertainable. Mr. 
Pinchot has‘ arrived at The Hague and 
is staying at the United States Legation 
ag the guest of the Minister, Dr. van 
Dyke.

LONDON, Tuesday, April 6—The at- 
tention of the public for the time being 
is directed toward the great struggle 
for the Carp&thians passes, where the 
Russians apparently are making very 
steady progress despite the obstinate 
resistant offered by the Austrian and 
German troops. 

The Russians are on the Hungarian 
side of both the Dukla and Lupkow 
Passes, and, with the aid. of continual 
reinforcements, are gaining the heights. 
which dominate Uzsok Pass. Even the 
Austrian official report admits that 
fighting is now taking place in the 
Laboreza Valley, which is south. of 
Lupkow Pass, while the Russians .an- 
nounce the capture of Cisna, an impor- 
tant station on the Galician side of the 
high mountains between Lupkow and 
‘Uzsok Passes, where they captured a 
great stock of war munitions and pro- 
visions. 

Thé Russians also are advancing from 
Dukla Pass on Bartfeld, which is at the 
head of the line of railway running 
south into Hungary, and fighting .not 
far from Mezo Laborcz, another impor- 
tant railroag head. On Saturday and 
Sunday they captured in the Carpathians 
upward of 8,000 prisoners. They claim 
further success in Bukowina, and the 
capture of another thousand. prisoners, 
but the Austrians assert that they re- 
pulsed a Russian force which attempted 
to cross the Dniester River. 

The. Russians are making progress in 
Northern Poland, a German official re- 
port telling of the repulse of a: Ruasian 
‘attack on Mariampol, which . is. consid- 
‘prably. west of the region which a few 


Carpathians was issued this evening:

Lost More Than 15,500 in a Day. 

GENBVA, April 5, (via Paris, April 6.) 
—Dispatches received here tonight from 
Budapest state that a serious battle 
started in the Carpathians on Saturday 
evening, extending from Dukla to Epe- 
ries, Hungary. 

The dispatches state that the fight- 
ing was the severest around Saros and 
that: the Austrian and German armies 
were repulsed. The new young Bavarian 
troops suffered heavily, it is. said, and 
the Austrian losses on.

Taint of Germany’s Course, 


If the course pursued by the present 
enemies of Great Britain should prove to 
be in fact tainted by illegality and dis- 
regard of the principles of war sanc-

duty of dealing with individual ships 
and cargoes, according to the merits of 
each Case.” 
This Government further notes with 
equal satisfaction the ‘declaration of the 
British Government that ‘“ the instruc- 
tions to be issued by his Majesty’s Gov- 
ernment, to the fleet and to the customs 
officials and executive committees con- 
cerned will impress upon them the duty 
of acting with the utmost dispatch con- 
sistent with the object in view, and of 
Showing in every case such considéra- 
tion for neutrals as may be compatible 
with that object, which is succinctly 
stated, to establish a blockade to pre- 
vent vessels from carrying goods for or 
coming from Germany.” 


Want Order Modified. 


In view of these assurances formally 
given to this Government it is con- 
fidently expected that the extensive 
powers conferred by the Order in Coun- 
cil on the executive officers of the 
crown will be restricted by orders is- 
sued by the Government, directing the 
exeroisé of their discretionary powers 
in such @ manner as to modify in prac: 
tical application those provisions of the’ 
Order in Council which, if strictly en- 
forced, would violate neutral rights and 
interrupt legitimate trade. Relying on 
the faithful performance of these vol- 
untary assurances by his Majesty's 
Government, the United States takes it 
for granted that the approach of Amer- 
ican merchantmen to. neutral ports sit- 
uated upon the long line of coast af- 
fected by the Order in Council will not 
be interfered with when it is known 
that they do not carry goods which are 
contraband. of war, or goods destined 
to or proceeding from ports within the 
belligerent territory affected. 

The Government of ‘the United States 
assumes with the greater confidence 
that his Majesty’s Government will 
thus adjust their practice to the rec- 
ognized rules of international law, be- 
cause it is manifest that the British 
Government have adopted an exiraor- 
dinary method of ‘stopping cargoes 
destined for or coming from the ene- 
my’s territory,’’ which, owing to the 
existence of unusual conditions in mod- 
ern warfare at sea, it will be difficult 
to restrict to the limits which have 
been: heretofore required by the law of 
nations.

Friendly, Says Daily Mail. 


The Daily Mail declarés the distin- 
guishing feature of the American note 
to be ‘its friendliness and general fair- 
ness.’”’ It emphasizes the fact that the 
note makes an important concessioh by 
frankly setting forth that changes in 
the conditions of naval warfare may 
have necessitated a long-range = biock- 
ade, and in this connection points out 
that German cruisers, long fore the 
British blockade was inaugurated or 
food cargoes for Germany were inter- 
cepted, began to sink neutral vessels 
laden with food for British ports.

FOR SINKING OF FRYE 


U. S. Government Presents Claim 
to Germany for $228,059 
and Interest.

WASHINGTON, April 5.—Full repara- 
tion for the destruction of the American 
ship William P. Frye has been demand- 
ed from the German. Government by. the 
Government of the United States, which 
ha® presented a claim of $228,059.54, 
with interest from Jan. 28, 1915, as com- 
pensation to the owners for the loss of 
the vessel. ° 

The text of the note in which this de- 
mand is made was given out in Wash- 
ington and Berlin today, upon receipt 
of a telegram from Ambassador Gerard 
informing the Vepartment of State that 
he had presented the note to the Ger- 
man Minister for Foreign Affairs. 

Ambassador Geratd reported that the 
Minister for Foreign Affairs ‘‘ promised 
an éarly reply, and stated that he was 
without information régarding the mat- 
ter, but understood that negotiations 
were under way already between Berlin 
and Washington.’’ Ambassador Gerard

WANT COTTON BARRED. 


British Scientists Petition Govern- 
ment to Keep It from Germany. 
Special Cable to THE NEW YORK TIMES. 
LONDON, Tuesday, April 6.—The 
Daily Chronicle has received from Sir 
William Ramsay the text of corre- 
spondence which passed betwen a body 
of eminent-scientists and others and the 
War Office in regard to the exclusion 


of cotton from Germany and Austria. 
In a letter dated March 11 to Lord 





‘Moulton, as Chairman of the High Ex- 


plosives Department, tye scientists as- 
serted that “‘it can be, shown that an 
amount equal to at least one-half of 
the cotton imported into the two enemy 
countries in 1918 must during the present 
war be used annually for propulsive am- 
munition, and that further supplies can 
come through neutral States unless cot- 
ton is made absolute contraband.”’ 

Although. practically an unlimited 
amount of woven cotton exists in Ger- 
many, the. material is not available un- 
der present: conditions of manufacture 
for conversion into explosives. ; 

“Germany,” said the scientists, “is 
entirely dependent on her imports of un- 
spun cotton for the manufacture of pro- 
pulsive explosives. 
complete embargo on cottofi destined to 
Germany and Austria by any channel 
has been declared and will be exer- 
cised? *’ 

Lord Moulton’s reply expressed the 
opinien that the signatories of the let- 
ter would be entirely satisfied by the 
terms of the Order in’ Council dated 
March 11. 


But ‘the signatories were not satis- 
fied, owing to the permissive conditions 
of the order, and they pressed for a 
more definite, assurance; urging. that 
“unless drastic steps be taken to ex- 
clude cotton we-.are virtually supplying 
Germany with ammunition.’ 

As a result of this letter the scientists 
were informed that if they could “ con- 
vince the Board of Trade of the vital 
importance of making cotton contra- 
ne ithe Government will act accord- 
gly.” < 

An interview followed with Mr. Run- 
ciman, President of the board, with 
what outcome the final letter makes 
clear. It regrets that Mr. Runciman is 
“unable to give the assurance: that cot- 
ton will net reach Germany from any

The Germans are 
evidently “ feeling out’ ‘the Allies' line 
in preparation for a late attack. The Ver- 
dun ‘section has for some time received 
the greater attention. This is entirely 
logical since theré are more troops -in 
this section than in an equal length of 
any other part of the’line. This is due 
partly to the importance. of Verdun to 
both sides, and also to the double wedge. 
The western side of the German wedge, 
the apex of which is St. Mihiel forms 
the eastern side of the French wedge, 
whose apex is Verdun. Along the south- 
ern side of the German wedge from St. 


Mihiel to Pont-a-Mousson. there /has. 


been a practically continuous action. 
But it has been an action almost en- 
tirely of the engineer and the artillerist. 
Sapping and mining have gone on un- 
ceasingly, but so far. with little appreci- 
able result on-either side,. In the forest 
of Le Pretre, which is<just north. of 
Pont-a-Mousson, both sides have gone 
forward and back again with no advan- 
tage to elther except the advantage that 
accrues to the stronger force by the 
continual wastage of its numerically 
weaker opponent. There is little doubt 
but that the “Allies are. now superior to 
the Germans in number on’ this front, 
and this superiority will be greater as 
the Spring advances. In fact, the 
French alone have fully as many men 
on their section of the line as the Ger- 
mans have on their complete line from 
Nieuport to the Swiss frontier. 

To return to Le Pretre it is noticeable 
that the French have been on the of- 
fensive at this point almost incessantly, 
but the reasons are something more 
than the policy of attrition. This forest 
is on a long narrow plateau running 
parallel to the Moselle River, ‘The east- 
ern side of this plateau is regular in 
its outline; the western side has numer- 
ous sawtooth spurs with valleys in be- 
tween leading to the Mad River, a 
small branch of.the Moselle, running 
north from Toul. This plateau and its 
small spurs offer excellent artillery po- 
sitions and thus command _ practically 
the entire angle between the Mad River 
and the Moselle. This angle contains 
important roads, and what is more im- 
portant controls also all ofthe valley 
country in the rear of the German line. 
This is one of the great dangers of a 
salient, such as the German wedge, ‘in 
a battle line. It is a tempting, form of 
line because it permits a great number 
of troops in a comparatively small area

If the German line could be broken at 

St. Mihiel, for example, the positions on 
both sides“of the German wedge would 
be endangered... Each of the two sides 
would-be taken in flank, each subjected 
to-enfilade artillery fire, and forced back 
from the apex toward :the centre of the 
angle. The lines of retreat ‘would be 
hopelessly blocked by the sudden rush of 
troops, ahd a jserious defeat, accom- 
panied by appalling losses, sustained. 
Again, because of the short lines of 
communication, a: break in the German 
line either along the Etain-St. Mihiel or 
the St. Mihiel-Pont-&-Mousson_ frorits 
would enable the Allies to strike the 
flank and rear of the German line west 
of the break and force a similar defeat. 
Because of the greater advantages of 
terrain along the, latter front practically 
all of the French efforts have been ex- 
pended there.” 
This is not intended to be a forecast 
of what will happen in this section. It 
is merely a highly probable reason for 
the continued French offensive in the 
Le Prétre Forest. ‘The Allies’ war coun- 
cil_is ‘fully cognizant of the conforma- 
tion of the German line, and appreciates 
the strength of this salient as well as its 
weaknesses. The German General Staff 
has, of course, equally full knowledge, 
and has prepared its defense—which de- 
fense will be almost if not quite equal to 
the Allies’ attack. 

Realizing this numerical’ superiority, 
the policy of the Allies so far has* been 
one of attrition—a process involving a 
sacrifice of its own men in order to 
cause corresponding or greater wastage 
of their enemy. Eventually it would 
wear Germany down, but it would be a 
long drawn out process, much longer 
probably than industrial or economic 
conditions could sustain. This policy 
has marked the actions in the Cham- 
pagne district and the Argonne Forest 
particularly. It is not probable, how- 
ever, that it will be continued much 
longer. It is far more reasonable to 
suppose that, knowing about how many 
men it will cost to take a given point, 
the Allies will expend these men quickly 
for an immediate victory, rather than 
stretch the same number of casualties 
out over a long period, in order to pre- 
serve favorable public opinion at home.

HOSTILE FEELING GROWING 





State , Department Anxious for °All 
Americans to Leave Germany 
as Soon -as Possible. 





Special to The New York Times, 
WASHINGTON, April 5.—The action 
of the United States Government in re- 
calling the five army officers who were 


acting as military observers in Germany 
is understood to have, been due ‘to a 
growing feeling of hostility to Ameri- 
cans in Germany and the belief that. the 
art of wisdom required that the men 
e withdrawn before they became in- 
volved in any incident that might em- 
barrass, the relations between the two 
countries. In this connection it has 
become known that the State Depart- 
ment is anxious for Americans now in 
cermany to leave there as soon as pos- 
sible.- 

It was learned in an official quarter 
that the problem of inducing Americans 
to leaye Germany had been greatly 
simpliffed by the prudence of most of 
the citizens of this country who re- 
mained voluntarily in German territory 
after the outbreak of hostilities. Since 
evidences of dislike have been displayed 
against Americans most of them have 
left Germany. ‘The latest report re- 
ceived by the State Department on the 
subject showed that only about twenty- 
five American citizens were in Berlin 
on the date of the report. These did not 
include Americans attached to the Hm- 
bassy or. otherwise official'-- employed 
by the United States Government. How 
Many Americans are in Germany out- 
side of those in Berlin is not known to 
the State Department. The report say- 
ing that about twenty-five Americans 
were in Berlin was received nearly two 
months ago. 

Information received here from Ger- 
many is to the effect that Americans in 
that country are having an uncom- 
fortable time of it.- Almost from the 
beginning of the war considerable hostile 
feeling was shown to Americans ‘who 
spoke English in public places, but the 
hostility was due not to the fact that 
they were Americans, but because they 
used the English tongue. Recently, 
however, an offensive attitude has been 
displayed toward Americans because 
they were Americans, This was due 
primarily to the charges in the German 

ress that the Unit States was vio- 
fating neutrality in permitting the ship- 
ment of arms and ammunition to the 
Allies. More recently this anti-Ameri- 
can feeling was intensified by the char- 
acter of. the .note which ’-the. United 
States. sent to Germany in protesting 
the implied application of the rman 
submarine warfare to American mer- 
chant ships. 

So far nothing has occurred to :-indi- 
cate that the German Government 
shares this animosity toward Americans 
and their country. But among > indi- 
viduals there has been marked evidence 
of the unpopularity of. Americans, ‘and 
there is said to have been: evidence of 
danger of affronts to the United States 
military observers. The action of .the 
United States in recalling these officers 
is said to have been due to the appar- 
ent likelihood of attempts to force some 
of them into rsonal - quarrels pre- 
liminary to challenges under the code

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REPORTS LORD NELSON 
SUNK IN DARDANELLES 


Athens Dispatch, Given Out at 
Berlin, Says Turks’. Guns Des- 
troyed British Battleship. 


BERLIN, April 5, (by Wireless to 
Sayville, L, I.)—A report received from 
Athens says that the British battleship 
Lord Nelson, stranded inside the Dar- 
danelles Strait, has been destroyed by 
the fire of the Turkish guns on shore. 
This information was given out today 
by the Overseas News Agency.

This is the first time that the Lord 
Nelson has been mentioned in connection 
with the Anglo-French fleet which is 
investing the forts on the Dardanelles. 
Her sister ship, the Agamemnon, how- 
ever, has figured in the dispatches. 

Both are of the pre-dreadnought type, 
having been completed in 1907-1908. 
They have a displacement of 16,500 tons, 
a speed of 18.50 knots an hour, and a 
complement of 865--officers and men. 
Their armaments are identical, four 12- 
inch and ten 9.2-inch guns, fifteen 12- 
pounders, sixteen 3-pounders, two 
Maxims, and four submerged broadside 
and one submerged stern 18-inch tor- 
pedo tubes. Their heavier guns are so 
aes as to operate two 12-inch and 
our 9,2-inch guns ahead or astern and 
four 12-inch and five 92-inch guns 
broadside. 

They were designed by Sir P. Watts 
and cost $7,500,000 each. When first 
placed:in commission their new features 
(central pivot mountings for big guns 
and electric loading apparatus) created 
favorable comment among navy men. 
Besides, the ships had an abnormally 
small tactical diameter and could prac- 
tically spin round on their sterns, ps 
though they heeled considerably in doing 
so. In appearance they are quite unlike 
the average British ship, having a de- 
cidedly French look.

LONG KEPT A DEEP MYSTERY 





But Now Revealed as Cause of the 
Many Stories of Germans 
Annihilated in’ Trenches. 





PARIS, April 5.—The army bulletin 


today makes the first official. reference; 


to the .new powder which has been 
talked about mysteriously for months. 

The bulletin says that, without enter- 
ing into. details which cannot be di- 
vulged, it may be stated that the new 
explosive, recently put into use, doubles 
the explosive effect of the shells of 
38-inch guns. 





Has Been Kept a Mystery. 

Since the middle of December it has 
been “periodically reported, both offi- 
cially and in soldiers’ letters, that fre- 
quently when the Allies charged a Ger- 
man trench which had been under fire 
from British or French field guns, 
(usually French,) they found few to 
oppose them, for the very ‘‘ wounded 
were dead.” 

An early account told how the men 
of a German detachment in camp were 
found stricken at their various tasks 
or amusements as if touched all at once 


| by the hand of death. - 


In yesterday’s Timms was a quotation 
from a French soldier’s letter, pub+ 
lished in a Paris newspaper, telling how 
his command, moving on the German 
lines after a terrific cannonade, were 
petrified to find not one of the foe alive. 
‘‘Bvery one is annihilated,’’ was his 
conclusion. 

Death Caused by Concussion. 

It would seem that many of the Ger- 
mans found in the captured trenches 
were not killed by wounds inflicted, but 
py a paralysis of the heart caused by 
the”. concussion of the ,shells. ‘This 
Phenomenon has been noticed in other 
wars, but never before have men been 
killed by concussion at such a distance 
from the detonation. These results 
logically draw attention to the new ex» 


plosive which the French were said to| be 


possess at the beginning of the war, but 
which owing to its delicate character re- 
quired further experimentation before it 
could be put to practical use. 

A. A. Roberts, an analytical chemist 
of London, sent to the English press 
after a visit to France this query: 

** One wonders what kind of shells the 
French must have been using to cause a 
regiment of German infantry to die in 
their trenches, standing bolt upright, 
and still holding their rifles in firing 
attitude.”’ 


Explosive Is Turpinite. 


Tur New YorK Times has obtained 
from an authoritative source an answer 
to the chemist’s question. It is as fol- 
lows: 

‘There is no longer necessity for fur- 
ther preserving privacy, for the ingre- 
dients of ‘turpinite,’ as the new explo- 
sive is called, like the virus of the 
cobra, defy chemical analysis.

PARIS, April 5.—The following state- 
ment signed by ‘all American journalists 
here appears. today in the French press, 
Senator Lafayette Young’s name head- 
ing the list: : 

‘‘ Certain. well-founded reports. have 
reached this country:-that two American 
newspaper correspondents recently while 
at the German front so far forgot. them- 
selves as to fire at the opposing trenches. 
An act of an individual does not neces- 
sarily engage the profession. Neverthe- 
less, we, the undersigned American cor- 
respondénts now in Paris, wish to place 
on record our regret that such an act, 
which casts undeserved reflection upon 


American journalism, should have been 
committed. 


‘We vigorously protest against the 
manner tn which these. two correspond- 
ents interpreted their duties, and also 
against any assumption that all Ameri- 


can journalists would have acted in the 
same manner.”

assertion by Robert Dunn, correspon- 


dent for The Evening Post, that. he and 
another American correspondent fired 
at the French from German trenches.

SAVED FIVE OFF HATTERAS. 


Comus’s Sailors Made Daring Res- 
cue from Gale-Swept Barge. 


The Southern Pacific steamship Co- 
mius arrived yesterday from New Or- 
leans with five men she rescued early 
on Sunday morning fromthe water- 
logged barge North Western just south 
of Cape Hatteras, after they had been 
clinging to weather rigging for twenty- 
four hours without food or water. The 
rescued men were Capt: O. Jansen, Mate 
Hansen, Steward Jansen, and two sea- 
men. wagon and Marken. The Captain 
of the North Western said his barge 
and another left Jacksonville for Phila- 
delphia with lumber, in tow of the tug 
Wellington. ‘ 

They encountered the storm off Cape 
Hatteras on Saturday. The hawser 
parted, and the North Western, which 
was on the end of the tow, went adrift 
in the heavy sea and lost sight of the 
Wellington and the other barge. The 
Waves swept over the North estern, 
and this torced the crew to take to the 
where they stayed until 4:50 
o’clock on Sunday morning, when they 
saw the lights of the mus and burned 
a flare, which attracted the attention of 
the officers on the bridge and the steam- 
ship stopped. Capt. Jansen said that 
the’ North Western was formerly the 
three-masted schooner Julia Robbins. 
Her topmasts were cut away when she 
was made into a barge, leaving the 
lower masts and rigging standing. She 
was owned by the Cook-Cummin Lumber 
Company, of Philadelphia.

| EVADE CROWDING ORDER 


ON OLD 6TH AVE. CARS 


While Conductors Collect Fares 
Passengers Jam Aisles in Spite 
of Goldwater Regulation. _ 


Health Commissioner Goldwater put 
into. effect yesterday his order against 
the overcrowding of the Eight and Sixth 
Avenue street car lines of the New York 
Railways Company. In a way, this was 
regarded as a test of the practicability 


of the Health Board’s limitation of pas- 
sengers to only half as many standing as 
seated passengers, as this was the-tirst 
attempt to regulate, in Manhattan, the 
traffic on one of the avenues with a 
long haul. Both the Health Board and 
the company had checkers out all yes- 
terday to see the way in which the new 
order was obeyed, and though, for a 
short time in the evening, there were .a 
number of violations, there was no other 
trouble. 

It was noticed \by the checkers a 
an excess of those standing was 
ticularly common in-the old- watyle sixth 
Avenue cars, which -compel the con- 
ductors to walk through the car to 
collect the fares. Ag he was near the 
front he had no control over those who 
Jumped on and he just went on placidly 
taking in the money in the good old- 
fashioned way. In cars with the pay- 
as-you-enter system, ‘however, there 
was seldom an overload, although. in 
these it often happened that the spirit 
of the order was broken by the stand nd 
clustering at the rear of the cars i 
most. insanitary. mass. 

It was not expected that as far as 
Eighth Avenue was concerned that there 
would be many protests. - The over- 
crowding on that line is largely a Sum- 
mer affair, when the ball parks are 
open and thousands of fans try to get 
home at once. On the other hand, on 
the Sixth Avenue cars travel every night 
is- heavy because of the hundreds of 
employes from the department stores 
and other hundreds of workers in the 
small factories below Thirtieth Street 
who crowd on the cars. 

The morning rush hours gave no 
trouble, as there was a sufficient divers- 
ity of time in starting for work to dis- 
tribute the loads, but it was expected at 
night about 6 o’clock it would be im- 
possible to make the tired workers wait 
their turn, and there would be vehement 
protests when would-be passengers were 
turned away from the cars. To prepare 
for this the conductors had notice boards 
ready to hang out in front of the cars 
as soon as they were’ full to announce 
that they. could take on no more pas- 
sengers ‘by order of the Board. of 
Health,” and as the motormen kept O- 
ing as soon as these signs were 
played there was not any trouble. The

Secretary Bryan Is Reticent. 


' Secretary Bryau was reticent when he

DEATH RATE INCREASING. 


Health, Board Attributes It to In- 
fluenza in Virulent Form. 


The city’s death rate took a big jump 
last week.. There were 1,831 deaths, an 
increase’ of 219 over the corresponding 
week. last year. This put the rate up 
1,39 points, according to the Department 
of Health, which attributes the increase 
to the prevalence of influenza in a more 
virulent form than it has assumed in 
many years. 

There were 407 déaths from acute 
bronchitis, broncho pneumonia, and 
lobar pneumonia, a gain of 148 over 
these figures for 1914. Organic heart 
diseases showed an increase of 42 deaths. 
The jnfluenza epidemic .was_ chiefly 
noticeable among persons of 65 years 
and over, among whom there was an 
increase of 54 déaths. 

Despite last week’s increase the death 
tate for the first fourteén- weeks of 1915 
was only 14.38 per 1,000 population, 
whereas it was 15.57 for the same period 
of 1914, or 1.1940wer than a year ago.

»* The _beggarly vote by Which the 
holding of a Constitutional Convention 
this. year was approved rshowed that 
the peoplé of the State of New York 
were not exactly crazy to have their 
Constitution amended: , Only 310,444 
votes were cast at the special election | 
held in April last year; and of these | 
5,153 were blank., ‘There were 153,322 
in favor of \a- convention, 151,969 
against it. ‘The proposal was ap- 
proved, therefore, by a majority 6f 
1,353 votes. If any special mandate 
rests upon the Constitutional Conven- 
tion delegates who will meet at Albany 
today, it is that coming from the near- 
ly five-sixths of the voters of the 
State who by their silence declared 
that they were not sufficieritly inter- 
ested in constitutional change to come 
to the pdlls and vote, Neither in the 
figures of the vote nor in expressions 
of public opinion: since the vote was 
cast is there any warrant for a general 
overhauling of the Constitution,’ cer- 
tainly there is none for’ radical 
changes. Ifthe convention leaves the 
Constitution pretty much as it_is, we 
judge that the people will be well con- 
tent. ; 

It is in the judiciary article, if any- 
where, that there is a demand ‘for 
change. Unquestionably, there is a 
demand that we shall name our Judges 
by executive appointment instead of 
by election. It comes from men well 
qualified by observation and _ reflection 
to express an opinion on the subject: 
That. the convention will make a 
change {is doubtful, there.may be doubt

The fear 
of despotism is not ‘the consideration 
that should control the corvention, 
but the desire to get competent Judges, 
to ‘place upon the bench men of high 
character learned in the law. It has 
been many times pointed out that our 
Judges are now appointed, not by a 
Governor responsible to. the people, 
but, by the politicians in control of the 
machines. That control over the nam- 
ing of Judges will be exercised whether 
we have nominating conventions or 
direct. primaries. ._That is an-evil to 
be cured, and the. cure is the vesting 
of. the power of appointment in the 
Governor, “directly responsible to the 
people who elect him:. The interests 
of the people’ demand also court re- 
forms which will’ prevent unreasonable 
and often scandalous delays in judicial 
processes: But the amendment of the 
judiciary article.most to be desired is 
that providing for the appointment of 
Judges. 3 

The convention was ordered to be 
held by Democratic votes, it. will be in 
the control of ‘Republican delegates— 
there are 116° Republicans to 52 Demo- 
crats. The. disappointment to the 
party that by/such a trifling vote au- 
thorized the holding of a.convention is 
salutary and appropriate. There was 
no need of a convention, but since one 
is to be held, we think it well that it 
should be controlled against those who 
ordered it. It is made up in very large 
part of men of wisdom and sanity. 
They will, we are entirely confident, 
successfully resist the radical entice- 
ménts to which Constitutional Conven- 
tions in other States. have yielded in 
recent years. We entirely agree with 
Mr. BARNEs that the State Constitution 
should be “an instrument of govern- 
ment inthe simplest form.” ‘The Con- 
stitution should déclare the principles 
in accordance with which ‘Government

To the Editor of The New York Times: 

In justice to the State institutions for de- 
linquent boys at Industry and for girls of the 
‘same class at Hudson, referred to in the, 
article fn Jast Sunday’s Timms under’ the 
heading ‘‘Jackson Demands.a Cruelty In- 
quiry,’’ it seems to me that some answer is 
proper at this time, From the article in 
question it appears that Mr, Charles Hervey 
Jackson, examiner,in the late Departnient of 
Efficiency and Economy, has some complaint 
to make of alleged conditions at these insti- 
tutions and of the State Board of Charities 
because of alleged failure to discover and 
correct them. 

Permit me, therefore, to say that the State 
Board of Charities, being informed of ‘condl- 
tions at the institutions named, both through 
the reports of. Inspectory and through the 
visita of its members and officers, does not 
sympathize with Mr. Jackson’s soméwhat 
pessimistic view of such conditions. 

In the first place, while not seeking to 
question Mr. Jackson's sincerity,. and over- 
looking some of his exaggerations of state- 
ment, the State Board of Charities has never 
learned that Mr. Jackson possesses any ‘spe- 
cial qualifications as a judge in “matters 
about which he speaks with such an ‘apparent 
assumption of authority. Inthe second place, 
the board believes that the Superintendents 
of the institutions are not only humane’ but 
are by long experiencé well qualified to déal 
wisely, with the unfortunate precocious boys 
and girls committed to the care of their ‘re- 
spective institutions, and also that they do 
so deal wih them, This is particularly true 
of Superintendent Bruce of the State Train- 
ing School at Hudson, who isa physician 
long experienced in dealing with the class of 
neurasthenic and hysterical ‘girls committed 
to. her care, 

And finally, as above _set forth, the State 
Board of Charities does know of the existing 
conditions at thesé two institutions and, gen- 
erally speaking, belleves that they are well 
conducted and that their disciplinary meas- 
ures are neither harsh nor injurious. to their 
inmates.” This belief is’ fully _ supported by 
careful inspections which the board has just 
caused ‘to’ be made of them.

CURBING THE COLLECTORS. 


Gannot Reassess Duties for Alleged 
Fraud After a Year. 


In a decision handed down in Wash- 
ington yesterday, the United States Su- 
preme Court holds’ that collectors. of 
customs have no power to reassess or 
reliquidate duties on the ground of 
fraud after the expiration of one year 
from the date of entry, and that Sec- 
tion 21 of the Act of June 22, 1874, 
makes the original settlement of duties 
final after such period unless the Goy- 
ernment proceeds by a suit for the du- 
ties in the United States Court, brought 
in such form a3 to compel the Govern- 
ment to sustain the burden of proving 
that there was fraud in making the 
rentry. The decision was rendered in 
the case of the Government against 
Sherman & Sons Company, a dry goods 
importing firm of this city, and settles 
litigation of lone standing in the ad- 

mintetranion of the customs laws. 

n importing cireles the decision is re- 
garded as very important, it haying 
een claimed by the Government offi-

WASHINGTON, ‘April 5.—An import | 
ant decision was handed down by the 
United States Supreme Court today. ‘in 
the .case of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
79% | Company’ against the ‘Puritan Coal Mir 
ing Company, by which it is established 
that shippers are safe in theright to sue 
for damages in case of discrimination or, 
failure for any reason in the furnishing 
of cars, either in the State. or Federal 
courts, inasmuch as the amendment of 
the Interstate-Commerce act as to car 
supply. was purposely drawn to secure 
new rights to shippers and‘protect them 
in all ‘former rights under the common 
law or the statutes. 

The case arose out of the failure of 
the carrier in the period of the coal 
strike in 1902 to furnish the» proper 
quota of cars to the Puritan C Min- 
ing Company, and.the company. set.up 
a claim for a loss of profits amonntios 
to $260,777. Suit was brought in the 
Court of Common Pleas of Clearfield 
County, Pennsylvania, where the’ court 
without ’a jury. found the*facts as set 
forth by the plaintiff coal company. The 
distribution sheets put in:«evidence: by 
the carrier defendant showed that it 
was the practice to Ch gn cars to the

Ex-Governor and .Ex-Ambassador 
Passes Away at Boston. 
BOSTON, Mass., Tuesday, April 6.— 
Curtis Guild, former Governor and 
former Ambassador. to ‘Russia, diet at 

2:30 o'clock this morning.

Mr. Guild was born in’ ‘Boston in 1860 
and was graduatéd from’ Harvard: Uni- 
versity, with the degree of :A.:-M. in 
1881. He made a ‘tour of Hurope after 
graduation and then entered the office 
of his father’s paper, The Commercial 
Bulletin. He started as bill collector 
and rose to editor, holding that posi- 
tion since 1902, when he also became 
owner on his father’s death. 

At the outbreak of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war he. was a Brigadier General of 
State militia. He became Inspector Gen- 
eral of the:Seventh Army Corps under 
General Fitzhugh Lee. and later, in 
Cuba, was Inspector General of the De- 
partment of Havana. 

He was elected Governor of. Massachu- 
setts in 1906, and served three years. 
In the Republican ‘National ‘Convention 
of 1908 he received seventy-five votes 
for the Vice Presidential nomination. He 
was named as-Ambassador to Russia. by 
Taft in 1911, and remained in St. Peters- 
burg for two years.

EARTHQUAKE SHAKES ITALY. 


Shock - Rinkeia: odie, Rome, 
No: Damage. 


, ROME, April.5, (via. Paris.)—A) slight 
earthquake :was. felt here at 7:20 o’clock 
this :morning:.‘ The people were much 
alarmed, but no damage was done. The 
quake lasted four seconds. Telegrams 
from Tivoli, 
Polo recorded the -same disturbance. 
There. were, however, no casualties. 

In the Abruzzi provinces there was 
great alarm among the people. For- 
tunately almost the. entire. population 
hefe is still living-under tents or in huts 
or wooden-shelters put up after the dis- 
astrous earthquake of January.

A hug rock which overhangs the vil- 
lage of” Petrellaliri was loosened by the 
earthquake and the people fled from 
their.homes, fearing that the rock would 
crash down upon them.

AVEZZANO,. Italy, April _5.—Barth 
shocks have been of daily occurrence 
here since the disastrous earthquake of 
Jan. 13, but the disturbance of this 
morning was the. most severe of any in 
this interval. Virtually no damage was 
done in Aveézzano or the surrounding 
villages, as the January disaster worked 
such havoc that there was little left to 
be destroyed. 

The people are still living in encamp- 
ments, in all of which the shock of to- 
day was felt distinctly, causing tem- 
porary alarm.
